REDUCTION IN SUGAR DUTIES. 


th> Profit* of III. Trn.t LMientd by th. 


New Tariff Bill. 


Mnch has been said in the last few 


•-weeks about the probable action of the 


Wilson committee with respect to tiie 
duties on .sugar. Tho new bill reduces 
the dnty on refined sngar toone-qnarter 
ot a cent per ponnd and provides for a 
gradual withdrawal of the bounty now 
paid to producers of cene sugar in the 
aouth and producers of beet sngar iathe 
west. 
Under the present tariff raw 


•ugar, tho refiners' raw material, is ad- 
mitted free of dnty. As to this the 
Wilson bill provides for no change 
The present tariff imposes a dnty of 
one-half of a cent per pound on refined 
mgaf, ths refining trnst's finished pro- 
duct. The Wilson bill reduces this to 
one-quarter of a cent. That is to say, 
it en to off one-half of the trnst's protec- 
tion. 


High tariff journals have recently as- 


•erted that the reduction or removal of 
the trust's protective duty of ona-haU 
of a cent would canse an enormous loss 
of revenue. Such falsehoods ore born 
only of dense ignorance or partisan 
malice. The present duty is jmrely 
protective. It is practically prohibi- 
tory and yields no revenue th«t de- 
serves any consideration. In 18SI2 the 
revenue fromi this source nmoun-'ed to 
only $76,000, while the value of the raw 
•ugar imported free of duty was JllOi,- 


At the time when the trnst was an- 


noyed by the competition of the inde- 
pendent refiners in Philadelphia it did 
not take advantage of this dnty. Bnt 


A Good Model. 


It is strange that now, when, there la 


nothing to be gained by misrepresenta- 
tion of the facts in the case, any one can 
be found so superfluously untruthful 
as to deny the success of the low tariff 
of 1848. The facts are that the coun- 
try advanced iu prosperity under it ns 
it hnd never advanced before. 
All the 


people were prosperous to an unprece- 
dented 
degree, and 
manufacturing 


among the rest. This improved alike by 
the figures of the census and by the tes'- 
tiinony of the times. 
Both tho party 


that made that tariff and the party that 
opposed it obtained majorities in tho 
house of representatives during its ex- 
istence,and for H years no attempt was 
made to change it. This alone is ample 
testimony to its success with the people. 
At the end of that time it was changed, 
but changed only to bo made a lower 
tariff. 
For this lower tariff every Mas- 


sachusetts representative voted, and it 
was heartily supported in the Massa- 
chusetts delegation by the Republican 
representatives from Lowell.Lawrence. 
Worcester and Fall River. It was of 
this tariff that Henry Wilson said that 
it was the best tariff the American peo- 
ple had ever had. If our representatives 
in congress are wise, they will give us 
such another. Perhaps the most sig- 
nificant featnre of all this is that after 
Massachusetts had had 10 years of very 
low protection she wanted protection 
•till lower.—Boston Herald.

0pon the basis of the im- 
portations of raw sugar in 1892 this tax 
is in the neighborhood of $18,000,000 
peruwun. By reducing the protective 
only this tax upon consumers for the 
benefit of the trust is reduced. The cost 
of sugar to the people will he lower nu- 
tter the Wilson bill than it would be if 
the present duty should be retained, 
•nd a part of the enormous profits taken 
from the people by the trnst by means 
of the tariff will remain in consumers' 
pockets. 


The leader of the refiners in the trust 


admitted long ago before a committe* 
of congress that American refiners "caj 
renne sugar here cheaper than they can 
to England." The industry needs no 
Iffotective dnty. The refiners can gup- 
ply the home market and make fair 
profits on a fair valuation of their in- 
vestments -without any dnty beyond a 
rate sufficient to offset the shrinkage in 
retoing and the export bounties of a 
foreign country. The duty of one- 
quarter of a cent ig ample.—New York 
Time*.

Crispi 
is quoted as saying to his friends that 
his hour is not yet come, but when an 
appeal is made he will be ready. 


The government dare not reduce the 


army for domestic as well as interna- 
tional reasons. The situation in Sicily 
is as threatening as ever, and there is uo 
telling at what moment the large force 
now there will be renuired to suppress a 
rebellion at home. The forces are being 
prepared for such an emergency, but 
there are grave doobts whether any body 
of troops would obey an order "to fire 
upon their rebellious countrymen. The
